THE UNITED WAY 
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S. Lincoln Overpass Needed Too 


Although Salem’s attention is focused at 
present on die proposed W. State St. over­ 
pass. it probably is not too early to begin 
thinking about a similar grade separation 
at the S. Lincoln (Lisbon Road) crossover. 
It is infrequent that this Route 45 cross’ng 
is blocked, as the W. State St. (Route 62) 
tracks often are, but the heavy flow of north- 
south traffic on S. Lincoln makes the cross­ 
ing a constant threat to life and limb. It was 
here that a Hanover Township mother and 
three of her children were killed last spring 
when a train hit their auto a$ the family 
was en route to church. 


Due to the topography of the land at this 
point, 
engineers probably would find 
it 
easier and less expensive to build an over­ 
pass on S. Lincoln than W. State St. 
The big annoyance, however, has been the 
W. State St. grade crossing where traffic 
has been delayed anywhere from 15 min­ 
utes to a half-hour. The State Highway De­ 
partm ent’s hearing on this overpass project 
is scheduled Friday at 2 p.m. at City Hall. 
In the meantime, we believe it would be 
wise for city officials to pursue plans for a 
grade separation on S. Lincoln. The city 
needs both improvements. 


Competition Is Spice of Price 


When Kaiser Steel Corp. recently reduced 
prices at its Fontana. Calif., works, spokes­ 
men for other steel makers made guarded 
statements. 
The gist of what they had to say 
was 
this blunt promise: We aim to meet com­ 
petition. By this they meant that if Kaiser 
Steel tried to twist musiness away from its 
competitors with reduced prices it would find 
its competitors battling for their rights. 
This is the American competitive system. 
This is what Americans are tryng to pre­ 
serve. 
This is part of the American 
way 
of life, his 
is why Americans were aston­ 
ished last Spring when it appeared for a 
t me as if the steel industry intended to 
follow 
the lead of 
major producers and 
raise prices 
to make itself 
more com­ 
petitive with foreign producers. That was 
the non sequitur of a business generation. 
Those who insisted the steel industry had 
a right to make its own decisions, without 
interference from Washington, couldn’t help 
tu t wonder how this decision had been 
reached. It was a relief when some of the 


smaller producers broke ranks and refused 


to go along with a price boost at a time 


when prices were being knocked down in 


competitive selling. 


Now comes a second surprise to match 
Kaiser Steel’s cut—an Allegheny Ludlum 
cut in the base price on certain grades of 
stainless plates and sheets, plus cuts in 
certain charges on the same items. 
Again the response elsewhere in the in­ 
dustry is to the effect that prices will re­ 
main competitive. Stainless producers will 
battle for heir share of the market. No vic­ 
tories will be conceded by default. The new 
cuts will be “ studied," promises Republic 
Steel. U.S. Steel and Armco will "study’* 
prices too—a steel industry, euphemism for 
getting ready to deliver an economic counter­ 
punch. 
People old enough to remember when the 
United'States made itself strong by figuring 
cut ways to give consumers more for less 
instead of more tor more are encouraged. 
This is the way the country was built. 


Ocean-Spanning Criticism 


Reading reports of the opening sessions 
of the British Conservative party’s annual 
conference is like a dream about trans­ 
planted political issues. 
If the names were changed, the conserva­ 
tive speeches could be made in political 
meetings here in the United States. Though 
the Conservatives now are in power, they 
are saying to each other what their Labor 
and Liberal critics are saying. The mes­ 
sage was delivered at the outset of the 
conference when a speaker addressed him­ 
self sternly to the chancellor of the ex­ 
chequer, Reginald Maudling. "Quit dawdl­ 
ing, Maudling!” he shouted, 
in Britain as everywhere else, except

Jam es R. Hoffa is in an em­ 
barrassing position for a labor 
leader. He seems to have come 
out of the New York truck nego­ 
tiations with a better contract 
than he wanted. 
The 
head team ster’s problem, 
as many union and management 
officials see it, is that the New 
York contract puts a substantial 
crimp in Hoffa’s plan for national 
bargaining in the truck industry. 
It has been Hoffa’s boast that 
by 1964 he will be ready for na­ 
tional bargaining w.th the multi­ 
tude of small and large owners all 
over the country who make up the 
industry. 
This 
would 
be 
very 
different from the national bar­ 
gaining that now goes on with a 
few large corporations in steel, 
auto or the railroads. 
Hoffa personally has taken over 
area bargaining round the coun­ 
try. He let it be known that only 


he could arrange things so that 
all the contracts, when they ex­ 
pire, would fit into the strategy 
required for the 1964 negotiations. 
The Teamsters Union is a prod­ 
uct of the AFL tradition of craft 
unionism, in which local autonomy 
is as precious to a local leader 
as State’s Rights to a Southern 
governor. Hoffa ran into consid­ 
erable opposition as he barged 
into Western and New England 
negotiations. 
Bv a variety of internal ma­ 
neuvers, Hoffa was able to over­ 
come the "rebels,” until he cams 
to New York. 
John J. O’Rourke, the teamster 
leader in New York City, raised 
the 
local 
autonomy 
issue 
and 
broke away with three locals, in­ 
cluding 12,000 men, and vowed to 
negotiate a better contract than 
Hoffa could. 


WHEN THE DUST settled, how­ 


ever, a number of things became 


clear. One was that the new pay 
rates of $3.13 an hour for tractor- 


trailer drivers, and $3.03 for other 
O’Rourke and accepted wily re­ 
luctantly by Hoffa. 
Hoffa could not allow himself 
to be in the position of settling 
for less than O’Rourke was able 
to get. The area contract is iden­ 
tical in most terms with the con­ 
tract signed by the New York 
City 
locals. 
Because of 
tradi­ 
tional 
practices 
in 
the 
new 
York area, it puts the earning 
capacity of drivers covered by it 
above that of drivers in other 
areas. 
Two principal factors enter into 
this. The first is that unlike all 
other areas, where an employer 
may schedule his drivers to start 
their 
eight-hour 
shifts 
at 
any 
time during the day, New York 
area employers must start their

To Our Readers 
This 
is 
National 
Newspaper 
Week, so we’re taking the liberty 
of switching the pitch to write 
this letter to you readers for the 
space generally reserved for your 
letters to us.

Freedom of the press was NOT 
written to provide unbridled li­ 
cense for newspapers or any oth­ 
er publications to ride roughshod 
over the public. 
Freedom of speech does not 
give any individual the right to 
incite a riot, or to utter a false 
shout of “Fire!" in a crowded 
building, or to bear false witness 
against another. 


THOSE FREEDOMS do guar­ 
antee the press and individuals 
the right to express their views 
and to write and talk freely with­ 
out censorship. 
They were written into the Con­ 
stitution not for the special bene­ 
fit of any segment of the popula­ 
tion. but to protect the right of 
all the people to know . . . to 
know what’s going on in their 
communities, 
their 
states 
and 
their nation, and whats in the 
minds of men. 
The Salem News does not par­ 
ticularly enjoy reporting some of 
the sordid, 
sad, frustrating af­ 
fairs it must report in order to 
keep its readers fully informed. 
It does so because that is a news­ 
paper’s duty . . . to inform the 
people that a slayer is at large, 
a danger exists, the public health 
it threatened, or a public official 
has gone astray. 


IT IS OUT DUTY to list divorce 
suits filed, as well as marriage 
licenses obtained; 
arrests made 
for alleged law violations, as well 
as high honors earned by indi­ 
viduals; defeats of candidates at 
the pollls, as well as victories. 
The glaring spotlight of public­ 
ity focused on an accused mur­

employes by 8 a.m. 
The other is that unlike all 
other areas, where trips between 
cities or other long-haul points 
are paid on a mileage or similar 
basis, drivers in the New York 
area 
work only on an hourly 
basis. 
The combination of these two 
provisions, with the resulting vir­ 
tual guarantee of overtime, and 
the new hourly rate structure, 
comparable to that of other areas, 
puts the New York drivers well 
ahead in take-home pay. 
But even more important than 
the individual differences among 
contracts, and the things 
that 
O’Rourke caused to happen, are 
some of the things that he pre­ 
vented from happening. 
O’Rourke demonstrated that he 
was able successfully to conclude 
his 
own 
contract, 
even 
over 
Hoffa’s obvious desire to take over 
the negotiations. A local leader 
had not done this before. 


IN ADDITION, O’Rourke pre­ 
served the autonomy of the New 
York locals from Hoffa’s interven­ 
tion when the newly-signed con­ 
tracts expire in 1964. Once a local 
agrees to enter an area wide ne­ 
gotiation, under Mr. Hoffa’s, guid­ 
ance, it cannot, under the Union 
constitution, withdraw. 
Also, the New York locals pre­ 
vent 
Hoffa 
from 
instituting 
a 
gimmick in the grievance proced­ 
ure that has given him a powerful 
club over local rebels in other 
areas. 
Under this procedure, a griev­ 
ance can be brought to arbitra­ 
tion only with the consent of a 
majority of joint employer-umon 
committee for the area involved, 
Hoffa personally heads the union 
contingent on all the major com­ 
mittees, 
or 
has 
designated 
a 
trusted lieutenant to do it for 
him. 
Grievance cases are the bread 


and butter of a local union lead­ 
er's prestige with his member­ 
ship. By manipulating the vote on 
taking these cases to arbitration, 
it is reported, Hoffa has been 
able to whip many recalcitrant 
local leaders into line. 
Hoffa’s boast of national bar­ 
gaining in 1964 has never been 
a clear picture fqr those versed 
in the complexitites of the truck­ 
ing industry. They point out, for 
instance, that despite the effort to 
achieve a common expiration date 
for the various contracts, this haa 
been achieved only in a vague 
sense. 


IN A NUMBER 
of contracts, 
covering the Central, Southeastern 
and 
Southwestern 
states, with 
West Virginia and Western Penn­ 
sylvania thrown in as separate 
pacts, the expiration date is Jan. 
31, 1964. 
The 
important 
Western 
con­ 
tract does not expire until June 
30. 
1964. The New York State 
contract, distinct from the New 
York Metropolitan area contract, 
expires July 31, 1964. 
Another whole block of con­ 
tracts in the East, including the 
Carolinas, Central Pennsylvania, 
the New York Metropolitan area, 
Maryland 
and 
the 
District 
of 
Columbia, expire Aug. 31, 1964. 
The 
New 
Bngland 
contract, 
along with separate contracts for 
Maine, New Hampshire and Ver­ 
mont, has one vestige of a limited 
success in a local revolt. Those 
contracts, although negotiated by 
Hoffa, do not expire until 1967. 
Contract expirations spread out 
over an eight-month period, the 
industry men point out, do not 
lend 
themselves 
to the 
image 
of everybody involved sitting down 
in one room, at one time, to ne­ 
gotiate and agreement. Perhaps, 
they say, Hoffa has some other 
idea in mind when he talks of 
national bargaining.

DEAR HELOISE: A wonderful 
way to entertain children is to 
make puppets from paper bags.

country. 
ROSE BUSHES PLANTED in 
the fall actually get a head-start 
on spring. Once set-out they make 
headway underground, establish­ 
ing and developing their roots 
until the ground freezes. The re­ 
wards are reaped next spring 
with 
earlier 
top 
growth 
and 
bloom. The bush is ready for vig­ 
orous growth with the first favor­ 
able spring weather. Fall planted 
roses also keep pace with the 
established roses in your garden, 
usually 
blooming 
one 
to 
two 
weeks earlier than those set-out 
in the spring. 
THERE ARE other advantages 
to fall planting. Thanks to the 
summer just past, soil is still 
warm and easily workable, great­ 
ly facilitating the preparation of 
your planting beds. Most garden­ 
ers will also find that they have 
more time for planting in the 
fall. Spring is a busy season, 
with an abundance of activities 
competing for attention. 
Keep in mind, too, that because 
rose bushes are harvested in the 
fall the new and popular varieties 
are generously available,.

At the spring end is a %-inch 
foot-valve.

Although all that is apparent to the passerby is an ordinary garage, this lot in Plainview, 
Tex., is occupied by a house — completely underground. Entrance to the house — called the “Atom- 
itat” — is through the garage. Huge stone planter is actually chimney for den fireplace and inlet 
for a gravity flow ventilation system. Inside, murals painted on the concrete shell in which the 
four-bedroom house is built depict serene landscapes “outside” the windows.

Insulate Pipes 
Against Freezing 


If you’ve ever had the bad for­ 
tune of coping with frozen water 
pipes, you know it is no small 
inconvenience to you 
and your 
family. 
Not only can it 
mean that no 
water is available through those 
pipes, but that the expanding ice 
can cause leaks or serious splits 
in the piping. Even if no damage 
is done by the ice, there is the 
slow process of trying to thaw 
the pipes with cloths soaked in 
hot water; or if very much pip­ 
ing is frozen, your plumber may 
have to bring special low voltage 
electrical equipment to do the 
job. 
The Plumbing - Heating-Cooling 
Information Bureau suggests tak­ 
ing steps now to avoid such a 
problem during the coming win­ 
ter. 
All 
piping 
that is expsed to 
freezing weather (this means pip­ 
ing in unheated basements and 
garages as well as outside the 
home; should be properly insul­ 
ated. Special wrappings, which 
come in different sizes to fit all 
pi»es, are available from plumb­ 
ing contractors. 
The insulating 
material is fibreglass, felt or syn­ 
thetic rubber. 
Another important consideration 
is replacing all outside faucets 
with the self-draining type. These 
cost no more than mormal fauc­ 
ets, 
and 
are 
certainly 
worth 
much more in terms of conven­ 
ience. Unlike the ordinary type, 
the self-draining faucet shuts off 
the water supply several inches 
back in the piping.

Furnace Tinkering 
Can Be Dangerous

attempt to adjust or repair the 
house heating boiler himself, par­ 
ticularly the controls. This is the 
advice of the Plumbing-Heating- 
Cooling Information Bureau. 
Amateur tinkering can not only 
damage the equipment, says the 
bureau, but is dangerous. It is 
best to leave all repairs and re­ 
placements

contractor who installed your sys­ 
tem probably left his name and 
telephone number posted on or 
near the boiler. 
A wise precaution is to arrange 
for the inspection ond cleaning 
of the heating system by a plumb­ 
ing-heating contractor at least 
once a year. He will lubricate 
all moving parts and thoroughly 
check the operation of the con­ 
trols. 
When you are planning major

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - The 
oft-delayed sixth game of the 
World Series between New York 
and San Francisco “positively” 
was to be played at noon today 
with the Yankees’ Whitey Ford 
facing the Giants’ Billy Pierce. 
The weatherman promised good 
weather. 
The veteran left-hander had 
been primed since last Friday but 
the worst October storm to lash 
the Bay area in 58 years forced 
Commissioner Ford Frick to post­ 
pone the game Sunday for the 
third straight day. The sky was 
sunny, but the playing field still 
was soggy. 
A sellout crowd of some 44,000 
was expected to attend what may 
be the World Series finale The 
Yankees, leading in games, three 
to two needed one more triumph 
to post their 20th championship 
since they won their first in 1923. 
Both pitchers were well rested, 
Pierce, who has never lost in Can­ 
dlestick Park, winning all 12 de­ 
cisions, had not pitched since he 
was beaten in the third series 
game, at Yankee Stadium, last 
Sunday. 
Ford, winner of five straight se­ 


ries games, including a 6-2 tri­ 
umph here in the opener, last ap­ 
peared on the mound a week ago 
when the Giants evened the series 
at two-all with a 7-3 victory. Ford 
left after six innings with the 
score tied at 2-2 and was not 
charged with the loss. 
Manager Ralph Houk of the 
Yankees went with the same line­ 
up he employed in all but the 
second game, when first baseman 
Bill Skowron and catcher Ellie 
Howard were sidelined because of 
injuries.

made one change, switching from 
Tom Haller to Ed Bailey behind 
the plate. Each is a left-handed 
batter. 
Dark reiterated that Jack San­ 
ford, his right-handed ace, would 
pitch the seventh game, if one 
was needed. Houk said he was 
still undecided between Ralph Ter* 
ry and Bill Stafford. Terry out- 
pitched Sanford in the fifth game, 
and Stafford beat Pierce in the 
third. Sanford won the second 
from Terry. 
The two teams, bored and phy­ 
sically stiff from four days of in­ 
activity, journeyed by bus Sunday 
to Modesto, 90 miles away, and 
worked out for two hours at Del 
Webb Stadium.
